The Farm Outlook 


Federa) and provincial officials at their 
conference in Ottawa drew up a list of 
objectives for the guidance of farmers in 
planning their operations for the coming 
year. In parallel columns they give the 
figures showing how much of each kind 
of farm product was produced in 1945 and 
how much it is advisable to produce in 
1946. 

There are sixty-one items in this list, 
with wheat and covering all the 
ties produced on Canadian farms 

in more than negligible quanti- 
ties. In only ten cases is it suggested that a 
reduced output is desirable. All these ar 
minor sources of farm income, and i 10 
easc ip it recommended that the reduction 
he more than a smal! fraction of tee 194° 
outpul—with the exception of sweet clover 
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seed, of which it is proposed that about 
four-fifths of this year’s yield should be 
aimed at. 

This testimony, from men who are 
exceptionally qualified to judge, is that 
the Canadian farmer has no cause to 
worry about markets for whatever he may 
produce in 1946. With the exceptions noted, 
and they are not outstanding, he is as- 
sured that there will be buyers for his 
grain, stock, vegetables, fruit and other 
products. In all the remaining 51 cases he 
is advised to plan as large production as 
in 1945, and in about half these classes he 
is recommended to try for a substantially 
increased amount 

It would be hard to imagine a more 
encouraging prospect to be set before the 
farmers of the Dominion. They are told, 
on the authority of men well situated to 
know, that their sole problem is produc- 
tion; that the foreseeable world demand 
will absorb their products and give them 
the cash return oa their year’s operations. 

The war over, the farm labor supply is 
becoming more plentiful. As industries are 
reconverted farm machinery and equip- 
ment will be more easily obtained by spring 
than it has been for six years. These ease- 
ments will make it possible for the farmer 
to duplicate the production of 1945 with 
less worry and less strenuous exertion. 

This outlook is heartening not for the 
farmers alone but for the nation, for 
when things go well with the primary 
producers those in secondary occupations 
Share in the good times.

Money is put into circulation 
through investment and is a debt by 
society to capital. Having come

(and in practice the world) we are 
trying to take two dollars from 
actual spenders for every dollar 
which they were given 

Since the money was invested for 
the purpose of production, the pro- 
duction cannot be bought. The 
artificial surplus thus bullt up must 
be sold to other countries (who are 
in exactly the same position) to 
bring the amount of money going 
back to capital to possibly 200 per 
cent of the amount released

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Utilities Body 
Asks Agreement 
| Calgary Power 


| The utilities committee of city 
council Thursday recommended 
| that the city commissioners be in- 
| structed to continue negotiations 
with the Calgary Power Co., for 
the sale to the company of off-peak 
power generated by the city at a 
price of 6.5 mills per milowatt hour 
the price being based on the pre- 
sent cost of coal 

THE OFFER is being made to the 
company following negotiations 
which have been carried on for 
some time, and is concurred in by 
the city commissioners and the 
power superintendent, W. lL Mac- 
Farland 

It was decided also that the com- 
| missioners should seek an agree- 
ment with the company under 
which energy now owing by the 
company would be repaid within a 
period of eight years 

REPORTING on the proposal Mr 
McFarland told committee mem- 
bers that the Calgary Power inter 
change agreement had been enter- 
ed into largely to provide energy 
for the nitrogen plant near Calgary) 
which was then a war industry 

At the time the agreement was 
negotiated it was not expected that 
deliveries undet it would have been 
as heavy as actually took place. He 
said that at present the compan) 
owed the city 93,245,000 kilowatt 
hours, and if the present contract 
were carried out it would take 
years for the company to repay the 
energ) 

THE POWER SUPPLIED under 
the agreement has been paid for bs 
company by a deposit w ~h 
be returnable as the energy 
paid the city. “It might be pointed 
out that taking the payments into 
consideration there was apparent), 
a smal! profit to the city under the 
agreement. In addition there was 
a mutual advantage to both parties 
in heing inter-connected 

Mr. McFarland said that a rate 
of 65 mills per kilowatt hour is 
suggested for future deliveries. This 
rate, he added, should be tied to 
the eost of coal, and would give 
the city a profit on the deal 

HE SAID THAT SALES under 
the proposed agreement might 
amount to 25 to 30,000,000 kilowatt 
hours in 1946, but would drop 
little or nothing in 1947 when the 
}company's power extension now in 
process of construction would be 
completed 

Reporting on the disposal of the 
balance of energy owing the cil) 
by the company Mr. McFarland 
said that if left to the old agree 
ment the kilowatt-hour balance 
would not be returned for many 
years. He added that evidently was 
not the intent of the agreement.
